Captioned individual, who is known to be 
associated with individuals who you advised were involved 
in the recent Indian demonstration at the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs (BIA) building, had not been the subject of an FBI

However, ,an IBM electric typevnriter stolen from 
the BIA building during the Indian occupation was recovered 
in a vehicle occupied by Russell Means and other Indians 
November 13, .1972, at St. Paul, M inneso ta. Means indicated 
he resided at the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation, Pine Ridge, 
South Dakota. .. 


Investigation is continuing to determine whether 
Means and the other occupants were involved in a theft of 
Government property. {$2~3C0i ; 3~<23} 


Means was the victim and the complainant in a 
Civil Rights investigation in December, 1967, in which 
Means alleged he was refused service at a tavern in 
Winner, South Dakota. No violation of Federal law was 
found. {173-6170) 


Approximately 50 Indians demonstrated at Mount 
Rushmore National Memorial, Keystone, South Dakota, and 
encamped there June 6, 1971. Their purpose was to protest 
an alleged violation of an 1368 treaty.’' The demonstration 
was lead by Russell Means, described as a member of the 
American Indian Movement (AIM), formerly from South Dakota 
and then residing in the Cleveland, Ohio, area. Several 
of the Indians, including Means, were arrested on misde¬ 
meanor charges.

An article in a Lincoln, Nebraska, March 3, 1972, 
newspaper described Means as president of AIM and a partici¬ 
pant in a M V7orld in Revolution" conference at the University 
of Nebraska in March, 1972. Speakers included Bobby Seale 
of the Black Panther Party and Jerry Rubin, co-foundor of 
the Youth International Party. 11*972) 

A Scottsbluff, Nebraska, newspaper on March 4, 1972 
described Keans as National Coordinator of AIM and quoted him 
as saying a recent demonstration and looting at the Wounded. 
Knee Trading Post and Museum resulted from the "attempted 
strangling" of a 14-year-old Indian boy. Means was aiso 
quoted as saying that the body of recently slain Raymond 
Yellow Thunder showed evidence of "harassment." Raymond 
Yellow Thunder had been found dead at Gordon, Nebraska. 

Several hundred Indiana from about ten states 
met March G, 1972, at Pino Ridge, South Dakota, and were 
urged by Means and Indian leader Dennis Banks to go to 
Gordon, Nebraska, to "wipe Gordon off the nap." 

The Indians demanded that first degree murder 
charges be brought against five persons allegedly responsible 
for the death of Raymond Yellow Thunder. At a rally 
March 7, 1972, attended by about 400 Indians, Means was the 
principal speaker, but his statements were not considered 
by local officials to be particularly inflammatory. Ho and 
the other demonstrating Indians, led by an AIM faction, 
demanded, among other things, that Raymond Yellow Thunder's 
body bo exhumed and another autopsy performed. 

Demonstrations March 6 through March 0, 1972, 
at Gordon stemmed from the death of Raymond Yellov/ Thunder 
and an incident at the Wounded ICneo Trading Post and Museum 
in which a teenage Indian boy was ejected from the premises 
for using foul language. (Xvd-due17. ) 

Means led about 150 members of the AIK peacefully 
into the BIA office building in Pino Ridge, South Dakota, 
March 14, 1972, during a Tribal Council meeting. The AIM 
demanded, among other things, removal of traders from 
reservations and control of all traders by the Tribal Council 
U*V;-2vK*:c.- X30\

On Hay 24, 1972, Hfednh was a participant in an 
Indian demonstration at ftlliaixSe, Nebraska, in connection 
with the trial of two men 'giiaivj'cd with the killing of 
Raymond Yellow Thunder, /Sic-Indians demanded food and 
lodging.
